out passage of a federal communications bill. 


£ Such a bill is now before the con- 
press, as part of President Roosevelt's 
pledge to obtain regulation of vast 
utility holding company systems. 


Let us examine the facts, to sec 


why federal action is nccesKary: 


Hope Star has a couple of modern 


one-piece telephone units. The old- 
style telephone with detachable re- 
ceiver and vertical mouthpiece—a relic 
from the lime when all telephones 
hung on the wall—has gradually gone 
out of circulation for office-desk use. 


Yet for the new equipment the 


Southwestern Bell Telephone company 
originally charged an extra 25 cents 
per month, and even today charges 
15 cents per month. 


If you should ask the Southwestern 


Bell why it doesn't write off the obso- 
lete equipment from its reserve fund 
and furnish this new-style desk-set at 
the standard price, Southwestern Bell 
would probably tell you it pets this 
equipment through American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co.—and to inter- 
view A. T. & T. you would have to 
go to New York. 


But A. T. & T. and most of the lo- 


cal 
telephone 
companies all 
over 


America are one and the same thing. 


The A. T. & T. is the telephone 


holding company of America. 


This is a perfect illustration of why 


neither the local community nor even 
the whole state, nor a group of sev- 
eral states, has any real control over 
telephone rates.

Hoover reviewed the Southern agri- 


cultural .system and declared the acre- 
age reduction program has not been 
responsible for "all undesirable con- 
ditions" found but various undesir- 
able effects and instances of hard- 
ships to individuals have occurred in 
connection with the cotton acreage 
reduction program." 


To the extent that cotton production 


i;- carried on by tenant farmers the 
"possibility of conflict of interest" 
arises and out of this potential con- 
flict 
of interest "the most serious 


human problems connected with acre- 
aye reduction emanate," Hoover said. 
The system of "furnishing" tenants 
with food, clothing, and farm sup- 
plies lias been a severe drain on the 
financial resources of land owners and 
was responsible for throwing large 
numbers of tenant fanners out of em- 
ployment.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla.— (ff) 
— 


Chairman Paul A. Walker of the Ok- 
lahoma Corporation Commission Wed- 
nesday endorsed a proposal by P. A. 
Lesley, chairman of the Fact Finding 
Tribunal of the Arkansas Corporation, 
for a five-state investigation of rates 
charged by the Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Company. 


"I'm for it," he said. "I want to 


see the federal communications bill 
passed first, though, so that there :will 
be some authority to go into this in- 
terstate business. Five states acting 
together wont' have any more author- 
ity than one state." 


The five states involved arc Ark- 


ansas, 
Missouri, Oklahoma, Texas 


and Kansas. 


"What sve need is a federal agency 


with real authority to command tha: 
books and records bearing on inter- 
state operations be produced at rate 
hearings," Walker said. 


Walker appeared in Washington re- 


cently before a congresisonal commit- 
tee to endorse President Roosevelt's 
proposal for a communications com- 
mission. The Oklahoma commission 
has been investigating Southwestern 
Bell toll rates since July 1, 1931.

are my own and no one needs to agree 
with me. It is merely that I see 
things more clearly today. 


There are three ways of treating 


diphtheria, for instance, now that we 
are speaking of it. 


One is to let the child alone, once 


he contracts it, and trust that God 
won't let him choke to death or stop 
his heart. The poison 
attacks 
the 


heart as well as the throat. The sec- 
ond is to allow the doctor to give him 
hypodermics of antitoxin (to which no 
sane person objects,, which may save 
him and 
probably 
will. However, 


even antitoxin may not bring back 
heart stability or repair the weakened 
system even though it does save life. 
The third way is to let the child have 
the anti-diphtheria serum, as given in 
the schools, and forget there is such a 
disease. It would soon be real enough 
if we let down the guard. 


Vaccination we haven't much say 


about. It is rarely optional. It must 
be done because the only way to 
stamp out any vile disease such as, 
small-pox is to stop it before it starts 
And it would start in a hurry, as it 
has always done, before the vaccine 
and its method of application were 
discovered, if we trusted to luck in- 
stead of virus. 


Serum Treatments 


Then there is the prophylaxis for 


scarlet fever, and for typhoid, but as 
a rule these are not used unless the 
child is exposed, or there is an epi- 
demic. 


Also Pasteur treatments, or anti- 


rabies serum is injected now over a 
period of days in almost every case 
of dog-bite whether the dog is known 
.o be mad or not. Hydrophobia was 
common before Pasteur lived. 


We could go on. 
My argument is that we parents 


will have to take these advances in 
life-saving on faith. We cannot pos- 
sibly hope to know one ten-thousandth 
part of the reason why. We cannot 
set up our prejudice against demon- 
strated truths, the results of years of 
slow serious work that scientists have 
given their lives to prove. In other 
words I believe we have to be saved 
in spite of ourselves. 


One thing however, I do think is 


our privilege and this is to have the 
family doctor vaccinate the child, be- 
cause hi* knows his history and con- 
dition. Sometime, perhaps, the family 
doctor will give most of the prventive 
treatments, or at least the physician 
doing the work will be given a chart 
of the child's former illness.

City Bankruptcy Bill 


WASHINGTON. — (ff>) — The Senate 


Tuesday passed the municipal bank- 
ruptcy bill, long sought by debt-bur- 
dened cities as a way back to solvency 
through compromise with their credi- 
tors. 


Party lines were broken on a 45- 


to 28 vote. Thirty-three Democrats 
and 12 Republicans supported the bill, 
while 14 on each of the aisle voted 
against it 


The measure which passed the house 


in the special session now goes to 
conference with the house. Senate 
changes were made to tighten the bill 
to protect minority creditor groups. 


The senate bill would provide that 


during an emergency period of two 
years cities and local taxing units 
might petition federal courts for ap- 
proval of debt-composition plans that 
have received the 
endorsement 
of 


holders of 50 per cent of outstanding 
obligations. After 
favorable action 


by the court, acqciescence of holders 
of two-thirds of each class of obliga- 
tions and of three-fourths of the total 
in the settlement proposed would ren- 
der it binding on all creditors.

of Cosmic Dust 


NEW YORK— 
Stupendous 
cloud 


whorls of cosmic dust through which 
our universe is drifting probably are 
the cause of 
the 
abnormally cold 


ypriiif; nnd icy winter, and portend a 
cold summer, 
Dr. James H. Scarr, 


chief of the United States Weather 
Bureau here, said Monday. 


"Our universe is probably drifting 


through those ({real clouds- of cosmic 
particles," Dr. Scarr said. ''1 think it 
is. And the effect is to make weather 
colder. We may 
even 
be 
moving 


toward another Ice Age. 


"What is more likely is thai we are 


drifting through the center of smaller 
cloud.'- of cosmic dust, and these di- 
minish the heat of the sun's rays that 
reach our earth." 


For what, he characterized as "short 


range work," he said: 


"It is always butter to expect what 


is to continue. If it's cold it will con- 
tinue to he cold. But always remem- 
ber that eery year with rain brings us 
one year nearer u dry year. 


"Can you positively predict a cold 


summer this year " he was asked. 


"No." he said. "I can predict the 


probability, but as for saying it will 
positively be so—well, flip a nickol 
for tho answer. 


"Until this year, we had in succes- 


sion six of the warmest winters on 
record, one right after another, now 
we seem to have emerged from that 
phase and have drifted into something 
new."

Your Child Has Right to 


Perfect Health 


There is a special significance about 


the celebration of Child Health Day 
in 1934. 


' Children always have been among 
the;greatest sufferers during periods 
of depression. At such times their 
nutrition is likely to suffer, simply 
because of lack of adequate food. 


However, the child also is subject- 


ed.to exposure, during periods of de- 
pression, because of inadequate hous- 
ing and clothing, and because of in- 
adequate fuel. 


The children's charter, which came 


out of the White House Conference 
on Child Health and Protection, says 
that every child has the right to a 
dwelling place that is safe, sanitary, 
and wholesome. 


It lists among the rights of the 


. child, the righl to grow up in a fam- 


ily with adequate standards of living. 


Good health is fundamental to effi- 


ciency. A healthful child is able to 
cany on its life with happiness. It 
does not become too tired quickly. It 
sleeps well. 


, 
It is always ready to associate with 


other children in games and in work. 


The students of child health have 


established carefully the 
signs by 


which you can recognize whether your 
child is developing satisfactorily form 
both mental end physical points of 
view. 


The child health charter says that 


every child is entitle! to protection of 
its health from birth through adoles- 
cence. Such 
protection should in- 


clude a regular physical examination 
each year. 


Your child's weight should be ade- 


quate to its height and its age. Its 
teeth should be clean, free from cavi- 
ties, and its gums free from infection. 
If there is difficulty with its breath-

ing from tonsils or adenoids, these 
should have proper medical attention. 


Its diet should 
include 
adequate 


amounts of proteins for growth, car- 
bohydrates and fats for en-^gy, min- 
eral salts necessary for development 
of tissues of the body, and vitamins 
necessary to adequate development, 
prevention of infection, and absence 
of deficiency diseases. 


From the mental point of view, your 


child is entitled to suitable study 
which will show whether its organs 
can function as well as those of other 
children. Deficient eyes should have 
suitable glasses. 


Hearing that is inferior should be 


controlled by study as to whether 
there is infection. If the child's hear- 
ing has been damaged, it should have 
opportunity of special schools in which 
those who are blind, deaf, crippled, 
or otherwise physically handicapped 
may have utmost opportunity to de- 
velop.
